CALLING ON THE KHEDIVE. 


A Very Interesting Talk With 
Mehemet Tewfik, 


The Khedive’s Ges Opinion of 
America and Americans. 


Arabi Pasha Was Not a Brave Man, 
as His Actions Show~How His Re- 
bellion Sadly Crippled Egypt— 
English Polities—The Future of 


Egypt 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dizpatoh. 

New Yoax, July 15.—Ap occasional correspond- 
ent of the Tribune, writing from Alexandria, Egypt, 
under date of June 23, says; ‘Yesterday I hed an 
audience with Mahomet Tewfik, Khedive of Egypt. 
His Highness came from Cairo a few days ago, as 
he does every summer, and quietly installed himself 
at the Palace Reseltin, where he receives all visitors. 
The way thither lies along various dusty streets 
through the Arab quarter of the city until you reach 
the avenues,equally dusty, but partially shaded with 
frees of not very thrifty look, which oonduot you 
beyond the white walls of the ancient barracks te 
the gate of the inclosure within which the palace 
stands. Here are English guards who present arms 
indiscriminately to plain citizens and official folks, 
probably fearing that some modestly attired high 
dignitary will not get his just dues. The sacred 
person of the Khedive is well guarded at the mo- 
ment by the English authorities, there being two of 
the best regiments on duty at the palace. The body 
guard of his Highness is, however, Egyptian, a tal! 
and neatly uniformed set of men with as handsome 
and manly a set of officers aS can 
anywhere be seen. These guard the 
approaches to the portion of the building and the 
apartments which the Khedive at present occupies, 
and which are in the northwest corner. The win- 
dows command a fine outlook over the bay filled 
with shipping, a large portion of the city and a 
distant view of the stili unrepaired Fort Mex. The 
Pharos and the other small forts near it are seen 
from the windows in the opposite direction, They 
are still as they were left by the British fleet after 
the bombardment. The palace is built about a 
large court, rather scantily set with trees, having a 
handsome fountain in the center, The private en- 
trance to the Khedive's apartments is at the left. A 
tall Egyptian guard, as straight as a ramrod, 
stands one on either side of it, The entrance for 
officers of the guard and housebold and for

BUSY MOMENT. 

It was 8 o'clock, and the rooms were filled with 
beys and, I suppose, pachas, each with his 
black broadcloth coat, cut like that 
ot an army chaplain in America, his white vest 
and his trowsers, always of some light neutral tint 
and in pattern usually a small check. Every one, 
of course, wore the red official fez, with its long 
black tassel. As to national type there was a great 
variety, noticeably the awarthy compiexion of the 
mixed Italian and Egyptian, the pure Egyptian, if 
such a type exists, with all the facial peculiarities 
of the Arab; the Coptand the Turk. The clothes 
of all were generally well made, and there was a 
gratifying air of cleanliness about them. All 
seemed in good spiriw, as if the affairs 
of Egypt did not at that moment weigh heavily 
on their souls. Some discussed the affairs of the 
day im fluent Arabic, while others fed the fishes 
which were sporting in the shallow water under 
the window with cigar stumps. The appearance of 
the room, which was one of a suite, was not fresh 
ornew. The furniture was in its summer drese of 
soiled linen. The plastering of the walls and ceil- 
ing was somewhat disfigured by dirt, as if the artist 
on whitewash made but infrequent visits, The 
window draperies were frayed and faded by the 
sea air. The badly fitting windows and 
doors and the generally disordered state 
of the wood work showed that Ali and his succes- 
sors were strongly lacking in good carpenters. Amid 
this coming and going of officers, bringing infor- 
mation and receiving orders, the afternoon wore 
sleepily on till 4 o'clock, when the voice of the 
Imam, in the court chanting his sentences; “There 
is no God but God, and Mahomet is prophet; “seek 
refuge in God from the artifices of Satan,” with 
others of like tenor, startled theetillness in a rather 
violent manner. It was not the menotonous chant 
of the minaret, but a long and varied song, chang- 
ing from key to key. interspersing the weird melo 
dies with operatic runs and roulades. The voice 
was a good one, and evidently trained to 
the work by 4 long course of discipline. The 
effect of the cail to prayer upon officers and sol- 
diers of the Khedive was not serious. Business 
proceeded. One officer who had been feeling the 
somnolent effect of the sea breeze and summer 
afternoon, yawned, then get up drowsily and 
retired to an inner room, where he laid down on a 
sofa and went to sleep. Soon afterward I was

Altogether with his rich, 
brown complexion, his dare, expressive eyes, and 
his features, which if not ef the highest type of 
beauty were not dixpleasing, he seemed as well 
dressed and bandsome a gentleman as one could 
meet en a summer's day. His countenance changed 
frequently aecording to the character of the con~ 


versation. 
HIS GESTURES 


were simple and energetic, a movement of the 
thumb of his right hand with the forefingers closed, 
and an cceasioua! thrusting out of the forefinger of 
the left hand toward the auditor or into space to 
emphasize his remarks, which were often, and 
not always, in royal fashion in dead earnest. He 
and, when not carried 
away dy the rapid rush of bis thoughts and feel 
ings, with creditable correctness. Occasionally, 
when most in earnest, he slipped half off his chair 
te bring himself a little nearer to his auditor. Now 
and then he drew hislegs (which are not of the 
longest) up nearer him and under the upholstered 
chair. He began the conversation without delay 
by a reference to my nationality. “America is 4 
great nation,“ he said. ‘Not in antiquities,” I ven- 
tured to interpolate. He smiled and 
said, “But you bave an antiquity 
of ours, an obelisk which Iam glad to know your 
people appreciate. But you have other things 
equally as good, pubiio works, great inventions, 
long railways. Ido not know that I Shall ever go 
to America myself, butI shall send my children 
there when they have finished their education. 
Two of them are now in Switzerland. They will re- 
main there a while and will then continue their 
studies in some other country of Europe, after 
which they will visit you. I shall never forget how 
your people have sympathized with Egypt in her 
afflictions. The American officers who 
have been with us will always de kindly 
remembered, They were Of great service to the 
Egyptian army and General Stone was a great 
favorite with our officers, especially with the Etat 
Major (staf). He was a good man and an excellent 
officer.” 

“This is an old palace in which you are now liv- 
ing?" 

“Yes, about seventy years old. It was built by 
my great grandfather, Mehemed Ali. I like to 
come here when lam worn out with business. 
There is always a sea breeze. Iam very quiet and 
retired here eas compared with Cairo. Ho do you 
like Egypt!“ 

“Very much, but I could only remain at Cairo ten 
days, when I would have liked to remain three or 
four months. There is so much thatis interesting 
to see and study. Egypt isa beautiful country.“ 

“Yes (thoughtfully), the country is very interest- 
ing, and it is so very fertile and rich, and we were 
getting on so well when the rebellion came. Five 
years ago everything was so prosperous. Our de- 
mands were paid and we had £500,000 in the 
treasury. Land could hardly be bought then for 
£500 an acre. Now the same land can be bought 
at £40 or £50. There was then an abundance of 


everything. It was the

untarly went to prison. Was all this the act of a 
brave man. a patriot? Ihave read of patriots in 
beoks, They remain on the battle field, they man- 
age their soldiers dy their example, and then when 
all is lost they leave their bodies there. There was 
none of this stuff in Arabi.” 

“Is it your opinien that the change in the minis- 
try in England will make any serious change in the 
affairs of Egypt?" 

“I can’t tell, but Ithink not. A year or two ago 
a Conservative came here and accused me of favor- 
ing the Liberals. I told him as I toll you now, that 
I do not favor one party, as a party, more than 1 
favor another. Ihave every reason to remember 
the Conservative party kindly,for Lord Beaconsfield 
was in power whea I became Khedive. Either 
party when it comes into power does what it thinks 
best for the interests of Egypt. With that Iam 
necessarily satisfied. The party politics of England 
is something with which I neither can inierfere nor 
have Iany desire to interfere.” 

What is the foreign population of Egypt?“ 

“I believe the Greeks are the most numerous, 
then the Italians, then the French, of whom there 
are about 15,000. Of English subjects, including 
the Maltese, who are more properly Italians, there 
there are about 11,000. Of pure blooded English- 
men there are not probably more than 2,000 or 8,000 
in all Egypt, the army of occupation excepted.” 

Do you consider it probable that the Mahdi will 
attempt to invade Egypt!“ 

“I donot. That would be something of a task 
for him, fer between Assouan and Wady Haifa 
there are several hundred miles of almost impas- 
sable country.” 

From this point the conversation touched 
easually on various topics with reference to the 
Americans and other mattors on whick he had pre- 
viously spoken. He seemed greatly hurt because 
he was blamed for so many things when there were 
so many interests to satisfy, and especially as he 
had no army since the rebellion. “I had,” be said, 
“a well-disciplined army of 10,000 mea. It was 
destroyed by Arabi. Now Ihave not more than 
5,000 or 6,000, not so well disciplined. What can I 
de with that number? Nothing, absolutely nothing, 
and yet I am biamed for not supporting this or that 
party, or this or that Government, or taking some 
independent course and depending on Egypt for 
sup port.” 

About the proposed loan and its effect on 
Egypt the Khedivespoke most hopefully. He saw 
in it the dawn of a betterday, the beginning of an 
era of reform and prosperity, increased value of 
land, reduced taxes, the national bondsagain at par 
and happiness among the people.

Reported Advance of the Russians 
on Zulfikar Pass. 


How the Reports Affect the Markets— 
Cardinal Manning Interviewed on 
the Pall Mall Gazette Exposure—The 
Cholera in Spain—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpow, July 15.—There are signs that the Gov- 
ernment is gradually leading up to bold and 
definite action regarding Egypt. Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff will probably go to Constanti- 
nople to seeure the co-operation of the Sultan. The 
rumor is that the Marquis of Salisbury is making 
every effort to get the good will of Germany, and 
will then disregard France and annonnce a British 
protectorate over Egypt. 

HOBART PASHA. 

The inference generally drawn from Dilke's words 
the other night in the Commons about Hoba r. 
Pasha and the member for Midlothian appears not 
altogethercorrect. The affair seems to have been 
a job arranged by Granville and Northbrook. Glad- 
stone sat silent during the discussion, but did not 
take part in the discussion.

War-Like Rumors. 
THE RUSSIANS ADVANCING. 

Loxpon, July 15.—2:30 P. M. — The Times has re- 
ceived a special dispatch from Jagdorabaten, via 
Meshed, July 11, which says it is rumored that the 
Russians have advanced in force te Zulficar Pass 
andthat they are treating Persian territory as 
though it was Russian. The dispatch also says that 
the British frontier commission is moving nearer 
to Herat. Reinforcements are arriving at Askabad. 
The advance of the Russians has made the Af- 
ghans anxious, but they are determined to reso- 
lutely resist any attempt to seize their territory. 
They are puzzied at these warlike preparatious of 
the Russians under cover of pacific assurances 
It is believed that General Alikhanoff, the oom- 
mander of the Russian advance, is determined to 
force on a war, and that he is deceiving the Ozar in 
regard to his rea! intentions. 


THE MARKET WEAK. 

The market at the Stock Exchange is weak and 
Egyptian and Russian securities have declined 360 
in consequenoe of the news from Afghanistan. 

AT THE CLOSE. 

The market at the Stock Exchange at the close 
was panicky. Russian securities are 2@8 per cent 
lower than the closing price of last evening, 

CAUSING EXCITEMENT. 

The downward tendency in the stock market to- 
day was accelerated by rumors that the Govern- 
ment had received news confirming the report re- 
ceived by the Times Of a Russian advance on Zulfi- 
car Pass. The news of this hostile demonstration 
on the part of the Russians, together with Lord 
Randolph Churchills assertion in the House of 
Commons last evening, that England would assist 
the Ameer if he asked for assistance, has created 
much excitement. 

IN THE HOUSE. 


In the House of Commons this evening, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Secretary for India, replying 
to a question by Sir John Lubbook in regard 
to the reported Russian advance in Afghanistan, 
stated the Goverument had heard of the move- 
ment Speaking of the hasty retirement 
of the members of the British Afghan 
frontier commission in the direction of 
Herat, Lord Randolph said that the Herates. 
fearing that the Russians contemplated a descent 
upon Herat, bad invited Cols. Tate and Peacock to 
enter the city, and the request haa been complied 
with. 


Investigating Iniquity. 
Special Cabiegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, July 15.—The Committee of Investiga- 
tion into the exposures of the Pall Mall Gazette met 
to-day and sat from 10 to 2o'clock. I have already 
given you their names. As I anticipated, the Gov- 
ernment will take no proceedings against the editor 
or publishers. To be quite frank, there are two 
reasons for this: First, public opinion has been 
changing fast in favor of the Pall Mall Gazette and 
the worthiness of its motives; but also, second, 
there are too many prominent people in and ont of 
Parliament compromised for the subject to be 
transferred to a court of law. As this question 
is stiu the = uppermost topic dere, it 
seemed desirable if possible to send 
you an expression of opinion from some person 
well known as connected with many reforms, and 
whose Official position is sufficiently high to give de- 
cisive weight to his words. Accordingly I have 
been favored with an interview with 

CARDINAL MANNING, 
the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster. His 
Eminence was deeply moved in speaking of the 
matter, but gave the eaitor and proprietor of the 
Pall Mall Gazette the strongest support. 

“] know Mr. Stead,” Cardinal Manning said, and 
have perfect confidence in his intentions and integ- 
rity. What be has done has been done in combina- 
tioh with a number of trustworthy persons and 
legal advisers, 80 that his evidence 
depends not on hearsay, but on 
direct personal knowledge. The extent of the evil 
now exposed has long been indistinctly known, but 
it has been impossible to obtain legal proof. Mr. 
Stead is the first person who has ventured, at a 
great personal sacrifice and endurance, to obtain 
this legal evidence. It is certain that in publishing 
statements so detailed and often so vivid, he will 
encounter, as he has done, a great deal of obloquy. 
but zon the other hand, he has the firmest support of 
a very large number of men of all kinds, and of 
the highest influence in England.

nitude, It is to be further remembered that since

Jackson on the Civil Service. 
From President Andrew Jackson's First Ansual Message, 
December 68, 1529, 

There are, perhaps, few men who canfor any 
great length of time enjoy office and power without 
being more or leas under the influence of feelings 
unfavorable to a faithful discharge of their public 
duties. Their integrity may be proef against im- 
proper considerations immediately addressed to 
themselves; but they are apt to acquire a habit of 
looking with indifference upon the public interests, 
and of tolerating conduct from which an unprac- 
tised man would revolt. Office is considered 
as a species of property, and government 
rather as a means of promoting individual interest 
than as an instrument created solely for the service 
of the people. Corruption in some, and in others a 
perversion of correct feelings and principles, divert 
government from its legitimate ends, and make it 
an engine for the support of the few at the expense 
of the many. The duties of all public officers are, 
or at least admit of being made, so plain aud simple 
that men of intelligence may readily qualify them- 
selves for their performance, and I cannot but be- 
lieve that more is lost by the long continuance of 
men in office than is generally to be gained by their 
experience. I submit, therefore, to your consider- 
ation whether the efficiency of the Government 
would not be promoted, and official industry and 
integrity better secured, by a general extension of 
the law which limits appointments to four years. 

In a country where offices are created solely for 
the benefit of the people, no one man has any more 
intrinsie right to official station than another. 
Offices were not established to give support to par- 
ticular men, at the public expense. No individual 
wrong is therefore done by removal, since neither 
appointment to nor continuance in officeisa mat- 
ter ofright. The incumbent became an officer with 
a view to public benefits, and, when, these require his 
removal, they are notto be sacrificed to private in- 
terests. It is the people, and they alone, who have 
the right to complain when a bad officer is substi- 
tuted for a good one. He whois removed has the 
same means of obtaining a living that are enjoyed 
by the millions who never held office. The proposed 
limitation would destroy the idea of property, now 
so generally connected with official station, and. 
although individual distress may be sometimes 
produced, it would, by promoting that rotation 
which constitutes a leading principle inthe reput- 
lioan creed, give healthful action to the system. 


The Pall Mali Gazette's Editor. 
From the Toronto World. 

William T. Stead, the editor of the Pall Mall 
Gazette, is acentralfigure in English jeurnalism 
to-day. He has dictated English foreign policy of 
late more than any other man. He is of the 
“slasher” type, full of earnestness. He met Chi- 
nese Gordon at Dover, talked ever the then situa 
tien in Egypt, returned to London, and wrote the 
article which compelled the government to send 
Gordon to the Soudan, and once there be raised 
such a row that the government had to send 
Wolseley to Gordon's rescue. He got up a great 
scare recently as to the condition of the English 
navy. He is strongly for Russia, and is supposed 
to be a powerful factor in that section of the Lib- 
erals opposed to war with Russia. Mr. Stead is 
about 4 years of age, aslim, wiry, nervous man 
with push and energy stamped upon his brow. The 
son of a congregationalist minister, who was born 
at Howden-on-Tyne, and at first floated on the 
world as junior clerk in a shipping office. As he 
matured from youth to manhood his literary talents 
developed and were admired and appreciated out- 
side of his local circle,so much so that he was 
offered and accepted a position on the Northern 
Echo, a daily published at Newcastle, From junior 
reporter he rose to the position of editor, and dur- 
ing che last general election he rendered valuable 
assistance to Mr, Gladstone's cause by his vigorous 
and pointed articles against the Disraelian admin- 
istration. His articles in the Hoho atirred up all 
the border burghs in favor of the grand old man, 
and after the vigorous campaign Mr, Gladstone ex- 
pressed his appreciation of Mr. Stead’s assistance 
in a kindly worded note, This was the turning 
point of S'ead’s career, When John Morley ac 
cepted the editorship of the Pall Mall Gasette he

American Wine Production, 
From the Philadelohia Record. 

Recent official reports show how enormous has 
been the increase of wine production in this 
country in recent years) Tae average annual pro- 
duction from 1877 to 1884 was 18,064,459 gallons, or 
more than 78 per cent of the whole wine consump- 
tion, From 1870 to 1876 the country's consumption 
was almost equally divided between the imported 
and the domestic wines, but the latter are rapidly 
driving the foreign wines out of the Americas 
market. In 1840 the total import of foreign wines 
was 4,748,962 gallons, or 97,4 per cent, of the whole 
consumption of the country, In 1880 the total im- 
port of foreign wines amounted to 5,080,601 gallons 
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gallons, valued at $18,496,175. One reason of the

try is the liberal policy of the Government. While 
spirits are taxed 90 cents a gallon, and malt liquors 
$1 a barrel, the production of domestic wines is not

Theft Not the Best Remedy. 
Frem the Philadelphia Times, 

Jay Gould wants the competing Bankers and 
Merchants’ Telegraph Lines out of the way of. the 
Western Union, and having no other handy method 
of getting them, he steals them under color of 
law. 

They don't exactly call it theft in New York, | 
especialiy in Wall street or in some of the New 
York courts, but it is none the less a theft perpe- 
trated in the name of the law that is prostituted to 
potent greed. 

There is a much better way for Mr. Gould to dis- 
arm the competition of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Lines than to steal them, even under 
color of law, and that is to disarm telegraphy of 
monopoly and extortion and meet the legitimate 
necessities of the public in a legitimate way. 

Truc, Mr. Gould is not very familiar with the 
legitimate method of disarming rivals, but he is 
not too old to learn. It might be well for him to 
consider that pretty much everybody has to learn 
honest and legitimate methods, sometime or 
another, and those who learn the lesson soonest, 
are not, as a rule, those who go to the Penitentiary. 


Directory Statistics,’ 
From the Spring told Republican. 

This method of “computing” population is utterly 
delusive, being compounded chiefly of imagination 
and ambition, There is no standard as to how 
many inhabitants shall be reckoned for one direct- 
ory name, and each city uses any one of at 
least three multiples that it chooses, New York 
multiplies the names in its directory by five, and 
claims a population of 1,500,000 in that way, though 
the estimate is undoubtedly too large, Chicago 
multiplies by four, and claims 700,000, while Omaka, 
with 20,000 directory names, claims only 60,000 peo- 
ple. KansagCity, on the other hand, claims 140,- 
000 inhabitants and conceals the basis of reckoning, 
which Omaha jealously charges to be five inhabi- 
tants for every directory name. Cleveland, Ohio, 
and Buffalo, N. Y., are disputing about their 
respective bigness.

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Execution of Joe Palmer at Oinoin-

The Murderer of Tom Kirk Suffers the 
Penalty of the Law—A Notable Crime 
and the Course of Its Punishment 
Marked by Notable Incidents. 


C NAT, July 15.—The execution of Joseph 
Palmer, colored, this morning, is the last that can 
take place in this county under the present law, 
which designates the Ohio Penitentiary as the place

At two minutes after 10 the drop 
fell, but Palmer was such a powerful young feilow 
that his neck was not broken. He writhed fear- 
fully, and atthe end of twenty-six minutes the 
sheriff announced that the execution was over, but 
the body was not cut down until some time later. 
PALMER'S TERRIBLE ORIME. 

The crime of /aimer, as the partner of William 
Berner, was in its consequences the greatest crime 
of the present day in Ohio or any other State. 
The suggestion of the farcical Berver trial and the 
resulting riot recalls to every citizen of Ohio the 
murder of William Kirk, o days after the 
festivities of Christmas Kirk's body was found in 
the snow and mud of a ditch near Cummissville. 
Adam Fisher was the first to find the remains, and 
he reported it to the Cumminsville police. A hand- 
kerchief was tied over the eyes, a rope was drawn 
tight about the neck, and two terrible wounds in the 
skull above the forehead showed that death had 
been caused by murderous blows. The body was 
removed to Habig s, and afterward identified as 
that of Wm. H Kirk. a sand dealer and horse 
trader living at 26 Elizabeth street. Some foolish 
theories of suicide were soon 1 by circum- 
stantial evidence that caused the arrest of Joe 
Palmer, who had formerly been a hastler in Kirk's 
stable. Later Wm. Berner was arrested on the 
charge of complicity. Both men made confessions 
in twenty-four hours. On Monday afternoon, 
December 24, Palmer and Berner were working 
together in Kirk's stable at 327 W. Ninth street. 
Both boys knew that Kirk had iarge sums of money 
at all times and er planned to rob and kiil 
him if necessary. rk came in at 4o'clock that 
afternoon. “What do ycu say?” whis- 

Berner to Paimer. “It's a 
go.“ replied Palmer, and without a 
word of warning, Kerner hit Kirk with a pore 
hammer.

Here Palmer borrowed 
a bucket and broom to wash out the blood marks 
in the wagou. At 8p. m. the wagon was returned 
and the boys separated. Palmer went to his home 
at 128 W. Court street, while Berner called on his 
Miss Tillie Bauman, on John street. Both boys 
isplayed large sums of money to their friends 
during the next two days, and on Friday enough 
evidence was collected to cause their arrest. 
On Friday. night berner's guilt was so appar 
ent that he made a coufession to Capt. Devine and 
signed it the next morning. Palmer waited until 1 
a. m. Saturday, when he told his story much as 
Berner had done, except that he accused Berner of 
striking the first blow. ‘There was a good deal of 
feeling about the murder, yet the public was 80 
well satisfied that both would hang that no demon- 
Stration was made.
